REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


At  the  1968  Town  Meeting  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  including  the 
Mobilehome  Ordinance,  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  was  rejected 
by  10  votes,  156  for  to  166  against.  After  the  Town  Meeting  the  Board 
met  on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  of  each  month  except  for  July. 
At  these  meetings  the  Zoning  Ordinance  was  re-edited  and  by  August  1968 
was  made  ready  for  distribution  to  the  voters  of  Deerfield.  Copies  of 
the  complete  ordinance  were  then  mailed  to  all  Deerfield  residents  who 
were  named  on  the  check  list. 

Two  hearings  were  held  and  a  special  Town  Meeting  was  planned.  This 
meeting,  however,  was  rescinded  because  of  posting  legalities. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Ordinance,  as  modified,  will  be  on  the  ballot  pre- 
pared for  the  March  1969  Town  Meeting  for  the  consideration  of  the 
voters  of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of  fires  increase 
in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and  our  state  is  growing  tremendously. 
This  means  that  we  all  must  be  aware  of  fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to 
prevent  their  occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  yomig  the  lighted  match  is  an  adventure,  burnt- 
fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire.  A  little  older  we  like  to 
have  a  woodland  cookout,  or  go  out  by  ourselves  for  a  smoke  but  fire 
and  forests  get  together  for  another  statistic.  We  adults  like  to  clean  up 
in  the  spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass,  result  —  escaped 
fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  woodlands  and  with 
abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the  back  yard  of  our  villages'  streets, 
it  is  necessary  that  everyone  be  aware  all  through  the  fire  season,  which 
comes  with  the  disappearance  of  the  snow,  of  the  need  to  be  careful  with 
outdoor  fires  and  fire  sources. 

The  following  action  will  help: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard   lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car  or  while 
walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump.  If  you 
must  biu-n — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire  warden  for  all 
debris  burning  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow. 
Cooking  fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces  or  in  charcoal  brasiers  in 
your  own  back  yard  is  permitted  on  notification  of  the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow  burning  of 
household  rubbish  on  grass  by  householders  between  9:00  A.M. 
and  5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  before  you  light 
the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire  warden   or 
fire  department. 

Help  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column  and  save  your 
tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.

Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter  101  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  amended  by  Chapter  302  and  332  of  the 
laws  of  1955  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  to 
defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

4.  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security'  coverage  is  adopted,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  autliorize  the  selectmen  to  execute  on  be- 
half of  the  town  the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the 
town  will  designate  the  Town  Treasurer  as  the  officer  to  be 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  plan.

$1,095  as  an  initial  amount  to  enter  a  proposed  Visiting  Nurse 
Program  serving  the  area  of  Deerfield  and  other  towns  in  the 
Rockingham  and  Strafford  counties. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $6,000  to  commence  work  on  a  complete  reevaluation  of 
the  town.  An  added  sum  of  $6,000  would  be  raised  again  in 
1970  to  complete  payment  of  the  total  cost  of  $12,000.

SELECTMEN  STATEMENT 


The  New  Hampshire  law,  newly  effective  in  1968,  that 
demanded  a  separation  of  land  from  buildings  for  assessment 
values  did  create  a  massive  amount  of  work  for  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  all  properties  had  to  be  assessed  with  time  limits 
in  mind.  However,  the  work  was  completed  and  the  Board  is 
thankful  to  patient  and  rmderstanding  Deerfield  taxpayers. 
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The  Tax  Map  has  already  shown  its  value  to  the  town.  The 
selectmen  are  convinced  that,  over  the  next  few  years,  it  will 
pay  its  own  way  in  excess  of  cost  by  revealing  more  exact 
boundary  lines  on  parcels  of  land. 

Too,  the  Tax  Map  is  a  vital  link  in  any  complete  reevalua- 
tion  of  the  town.  As  modern  values  are  changing  rapidly.  The 
Board  does  recommend  favorable  consideration  of  tnat  article 
in  the  Tovwi  Warrant  asking  for  property  reevaluation  by 
skilled  consultants. 


Need  for  an  added  building  for  housing  town  equipment 
and  offices  become  more  apparent  with  each  passing  year. 
However,  at  this  time,  the  Board  has  not  appointed  a  study 
committee  or  have  estimated  costs. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  concerned  that,  at  the  present 
time,  there  are  no  zoning  regulations  in  effect.  The  concern 
is  caused  by  our  observation  of  uncontrolled  growth  in  other 
towns.  Because  Deerfield  is  in  a  fast  growing  area,  the  Select- 
men feel  that  means  must  be  made  available  to  protect  the 
best  interests  of  the  town. 

In  conclusion.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  again  wishes  to 
thank  each  public  spirited  citizen  who  has  had  a  part  in  town 
affairs.  In  this  regard,  the  photo  of  the  Deerfield  Volunteer 
Firefighters  that  appears  in  this  town  report  is  the  first  of  a 
series  of  tributes  that  are  planned.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  is  my  last  report.  When  it  is  read, 
I  shall  be  attending  to  the  affairs  of  life 
normally  associated  with  retirement. 
However,  one  cannot  give  up  a  role 
easily  which  has  been  played  for  forty 
years  without  having  a  few  thoughts 
about  the  past,  present  and  future.  While 
it  is  pleasant  to  reminisce,  the  fulfill- 
ment of  tomorrow's  dreams  can  only  be 
realized  through  positive  action  taken 
today. 

Through  the  years,  the  process  of  ed- 
ucation has  moved  from  the  little  red 
school  house,  which  at  that  time  met 
the  needs  of  many,  to  a  refinement  and 
sophistication  that  can  only  be  accom- 
modated in  a  larger  school.  The  child 
who  completed  the  eighth  grade  yes- 
terday now  stays  on  until  he  finishes 
high  school.  In  some  areas  of  the  coun- 
try, the  community  provides  an  addi- 
tional two  years  of  education  at  public 
expense.  The  complexities  of  the  modern 
world  place  a  premium  on  education 
which  can  only  involve  greater  expendi- 
tures as  the  years  go  by. 

At  one  time,  the  local  school  district 
assumed  full  responsibility  for  financing 
its  educational  system.  With  the  passing 
of  time,  the  demands  that  have  been 
placed  on  the  community  are  taking  an 
increasingly  larger  share  of  the  tax  dol- 
lar, to  the  point  that  the  property  owner 
is  required  to  shoulder  a  proportionately 
larger  burden.  Whereas  teachers  would 
accept  what  a  local  district  would  pay.

or  move  on,  a  mobile  population  has 
teamed  up  with  modern  means  of  com- 
munication to  break  down  town  boun- 
daries. Teachers,  with  leadership  pro- 
vided through  their  associations,  are  act- 
ing in  concert  in  the  presentation  of  de- 
mands which  tend  to  be  uniform  from 
district  to  district.  As  a  consequence  of 
this,  school  boards  have  been  haunted 
with  the  specter  of  costs  increasing  more 
rapidly  than  ability  to  pay. 

Basically,  education  is  a  state  function, 
with  school  districts  serving  as  political 
subdivisions  of  the  state.  The  state  board 
of  education  has  powers  of  management, 
supervision  and  direction  over  all  public 
schools  and  may  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions necessary  to  secure  their  efficient 
administration.  From  time  to  time,  stat- 
utes have  been  enacted  which  also  con- 
tribute to  a  framework  within  which 
local  boards  operate.  The  purpose  of 
such  regulation  is  to  insure  that  all 
children  living  in  the  state  receive  an 
equality  of  educational  opportunity. 
However,  the  scope  of  education  today 
exceeds  that  which  must  be  provided  by 
law  and  while  every  child  has  the  same 
opportunity  in  theory,  in  practice  this  is 
not  the  case. 

The  time  is  now  at  hand  when,  more 
than  any  other  time  in  history,  it  is 
necessary  for  the  state  to  extend  itself 
to  a  greater  degree  than  it  has  in  order 
to  promote  educational  opportunity. 
There  is  a  wide  discrepancy  in  the  abil- 
ity of  towns  to  meet  costs,  and  the  town 
which  is  rural  in  character  does  not  have 
the  same  resources  as  does  the  one  with 
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a  broad  tax  base  provided  by  business 
and  industry.  If  the  state  is  not  to  ab- 
dicate its  responsibilit)',  it  would  seem 
quite  evident  that  it  must  at  least  fully 
implement  those  statutes  which  now 
exist  so  that  the  local  tax  payer  will  not 
be  called  upon  incessantly  to  make  up 
the  difference  necessary  to  maintain  an 
adequate  educational  program.  In  turn, 
it  would  seem  appropriate  to  consider 
very  seriously  the  methods  of  raising 
revenue  required  to  implement  these 
statutes.  Unless  these  steps  are  taken,  in- 
equality of  educational  opportunity  not 
only  will  continue,  but  it  can  only  be- 
come greater  in  the  years  ahead.

As  I  look  back  and  review  the  school 
year  which  has  just  past,  I  find  that 
many  of  the  recommendations  made  in 
my  report  at  that  time  have  been  ac- 
complished. 

We  have  provided  many  new  teach- 
ing materials  and  aids.  We  have  nev\' 
audio  visual  equipment  that  is  being 
used  daily  in  the  classrooms.  A  new 
school  library  with  reading  and  refer- 
ence books  has  been  added.  A  new  vo- 
cabulary-spelling program  is  now  being 
taught  in  grades  three  through  eight.  We 
have  started  to  teach  French  in  the  sev- 
enth and  eighth  grades. 

We  had  to  add  an  extra  teacher  and 
another    class    to   help   with    the    large 


number  of  students  in  our  second  and 
third  grades.  At  the  writing  of  this  re- 
port, it  would  seem  logical  to  add  an- 
other teacher  for  the  large  number  of 
students  entering  our  first  grade  next 
year. 

The  new  materials,  facilities,  books, 
and  teacher  have  been  added  to  improve 
the  education  of  oiur  children.  All  our 
aims,  goals  and  recommendations  will 
be  made  toward  this  end.  With  your 
continued  help  and  support,  we  shall 
move  forward  toward  this  end. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  the  loyal 
support  you  have  given  your  School.  My 
special  thanks  to  our  lunchroom  Super- 
visor for  another  outstanding  year,  to 
the  P.T.O.  for  their  unfailing  coopera- 
tion and  support,  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Board  for  their  loyal  assistance, 
and  to  the  teachers  for  a  very  productive 
year.

Members  of  the  School  Board: 

The  School  Building  Study  Commit- 
tee, consisting  of  Philip  Oxnam,  Thomas 
Fowke,  Warren  Billings,  Howard  Maley, 
Margaret  King  and  Elaine  Alexander, 
was  formed  in  September  1968,  at  the 
request  of  the  School  Board.  Pearl  Ste- 
vens became  the  sixth  member  of  the 
committee  after  the  acceptance  of  Philip 
Oxnam's  resignation  dated  September 
27,  1968. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  School  Build- 
ing Study  Committee  was  held  October 
1,  1968.  Up  to  the  time  of  this  report 
there  have  been  a  total  of  nine  meetings 
held.  The  charge  by  the  School  Board 
was: 

a.  Determine  the  needs  of  the  Deer- 
field School  plant. 

b.  Study  and  suggest  procedures  to 
implement  plant  enlargement  if  re- 
quired. 

In  order  to  best  determine  the  need 
for  plant  enlargement  in  any  form  we 
felt  it  necessary  to  have  as  accurate  cen- 
sus of  the  present  population  as  well  as 
projected  school  growth. 


We,  as  a  committee,  are  aware  of  the 
population  growth  of  Southern  New 
Hampshire,  specifically  Rockingham 
County  and  feel  that  in  the  next  five 
years  this  influx  of  people  will  be  felt 
in  Deerfield  as  this  census  has  sub- 
stantiated. 

We  feel  that  a  plant  enlargement  of 
some  kind  will  be  necessary. 

From  our  research  we  feel  that  the 
ideal  class  size  is  approximately  twenty- 
five.  When  a  class  reaches  thirty-five  or 
forty  it  becomes  necessary  to  divide  one 
class  into  two.  ( Refer  to  sketch  of  school 
classroom  layout  and  number  of  pupils 
in  each). 

At  this  time,  we  the  School  Building 
Study  Committee  feel  that  we  have  the 
following  options:  expand  the  present 
school  facilities  or  build  on  a  new  site  in 
order  to  meet  acreage  requirements. 

In  view  of  the  time  lag  in  expansion 
or  construction,  we  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing: 

1.  A  contingency  fund  of  $10,000  to 
be  used  at  the  School  Board's  discretion 
for  an  additional  teacher  and  supplies 
if  it  becomes  necessary  to  divide  an- 
other class.  In  the  event  this  money  is 
not  used  it  is  to  revert  to  the  capital  re- 
serve fund. 

2.  Appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  to 
finance  architects'  study  into  the  feasibil- 
ity of  expanding  the  present  school  site. 

3.  Establish  a  capital  reserve  fund. 
In   view   of  our   findings  we   conclude 


that  additional  financing  will  be  neces- 
sary in  the  future  and  therefore  recom- 
mend that  a  capital  reserve  fund  in  the 
amount  of  $35,000  be  established. 

In  the  event  that  the  capital  reserve 
fund  is  not  used  in  five  years,  it  will  be 
applied  to  the  balance  on  any  existing 
bonds.  This  would  require  a  majority 
vote  at  a  school  district  meeting. 

4.  Locate  and  purchase  land  for  a 
future  site. 

We  feel  that  if  it  becomes  necessary 
to  build  and  entire  new  plant,  it  would 
be  to  our  benefit  to  have  the  land  avail- 
able for  that  purpose  due  to  the  rising 
land  costs  and  lack  of  zoning.  This  is 
also  a  good  investment  and  more  than 
the  purchase  price  could  be  realized 
from  the  sale  of  said  land  if  it  does  not 
become  necessary  to  build  a  new  plant. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  more  research  to  be  done  on 
a  continuing  basis.  We  have  tried  to  be 
conservative  and  also  realistic  in  our 
first  recommendations.

NOTICE  TO  DOG  OWNERS 


Every  dog  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  before  April  30th,  register 
it  vi'ith  the  town  clerk.  The  hcensed  dog  must  wear  a 
collar  and  a  tag  around  his  neck  with  his  registration 
number  thereon.  Aimual  fees  are: 

(1)  for  a  male  or  a  spayed  female  -  $2.00 

(2)  for  a  female  -  $5.00 

If  fee  is  not  paid  by  June  1st  there  is  an  added  fee 
of  $1.00. 

Certificate  of  Rabies  shot  must  be  presented  when 
registering  dogs.
